The case of Mr. Coffin will probably 
be rem em beted by many of our readers. 
H e forged a check on Jam es A. Long 
for $51.60 and cashed it at the store of 
M cCarthy & Donahue, receiving part 
cash and part clothing, and loft at once 
for Litchfield. 
He was brought back 
and tried tw ice at the D ecem ber, 1901, 
term of court, putting in the defense of 
insanity. 
Ho had been sick in the 
Northern Pacific hospital for a long 
tim e and many believed him insane, the 
jury disagreeing in both trials. 
He was 
tried again at the May, 1005, term and 
convicted, Judge Spooner sentencing 
him to Stillw ater for faut years. 


T h e D i s p a t c h at that lim a g a v e the 
residence of his family as North Dakota 
but for somfl tim e they 
ha?© resided in 
Brainerd.

There was an earnest and e n th u sia s­ 
tic gathering of farmers and business 
men at the c o u rt house Thursday in re­ 
sponse to the iovation extended by S e c ­ 
retary McKay, of the Commercial club, 
to organize a county good roads associ­ 
ation.

“T h a t it be governed by a president, 
secretary, 37 vice presidents, one from 
each town in th e county, and an e x e c u ­ 
tive committee eon o -tm g u f seven mem- I rapidly increa 
dors to Fie appointed by 
tile president. ' 
Resolved, 
th a t there be q uarterly 
meetings of th e association to be called 
by the president and secretary anti held 
in the court house at Brainerd. 
T h a t any resident freeholder of Crow 
Wing county be eligible to memb rship. 
T h a t the object of this association 
is 
to influence the building and m a in ta in ­ 
ing of good road- in Crow Wing county, 
to influence th e construction of sta te 
highways in lr* county and to discuss 
and recommend to the proper a u t h o r i ­ 
ties all m atters pertaining to e x tr a o r ­ 
dinary expenses on roads and bridges in 
the county.

Commission as provided for in C h a p te r 
160 of the laws of 1905. 
T h a t we are pleased to note t h a t the 
proposed a m e n d m e n t to tho c o n s titu ­ 
tion changing the rate from 1-20 to }4 of 
a mill has been adopted which shows 
conclusively t h a t the people are alive to 
tho value of larger appropriations for 
state funds for good roads. 
We f u rth e r believe th at th ro u g h the 
administration of the State Highway 
Commission which compels com petent 
supervision of construction and m a in ­ 
tenance of roads, we will achieve in a 
sho^t time w hat we never could 
have 
hoped to accomplish under the old sys­ 
tem. 
We believe th a t the present system of 
statute lalior tax should bo abolished, as 
in a great m any cases the labor is nFxso- 
lutoly lost, tending to make our roads 
worse instead of better, and t h a t the 
payment of all road taxes should be in 
cash, work contracted under specifica­ 
tions and proper supervision. 
We also recommend to the S ta te 
H ighway Com mission th a t they use 
their influence toward propor legisla­ 
tion for the government of road 
taxes 
being paid in cash.

highway commission.

t h a t tho secretary so state in hi- riotifi 
cation to th e m of their appointment.

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W hy Clover did not Thrive 
In an address before? the Brainerd 
commercial club Wednesday evoning 
Col. Freeman Thorpe, of IluFjort, stated 
th a t he had been making a study of the 
clover question, carrying 
on his ex­ 
periments in conjunction with the ag ri­ 
cultural 
d e p a r tm e n t at W ashington. 
In these experim ents ho had found 
th a t the reason t h a t clover did not 
thrive here in years gone by was b e ­ 
cause of the fires which overran 
the 
country. 
T h ese 
fires 
destroyed 
the 
bacteria in tho soil which are necessary 
to the successful growth of clover, and 
clover will not grow well for several 
years on land 
t h a t has linen 
b u rn e d 
over. 
Clover, for the proper fertiliza­ 
tion of tho tlow’ors, so as to pro luce 
seed, requires tho agency of the b u m b le ­ 
bee to carry th e pollen from one flower 
to another. 
T h e fires, according to Mr. 
Thorpe, destroy tho homes of these bet's 
who locate in abandoned mice 
nests, 
and without th e insects tho clover will 
not raise seed. 
W h e th e r or not tho 
ng 
num ber of honey 
bees kept in 
this section has any b e a r­ 
ing on the m a t t e r of raising clover 
he 
did not state. 
If the bacteria nocssary to raise clow 
or an* destroyed by tire it certainly fol­ 
lows that the farmer must be 
careful 
not to burn over tile fields which he ex 
poets to sow to clover within th e next 
few years, and certainly to carefully 
keep lire out of his clover patch. 
It 
may be, and probably is, true, however 
th a t the ground may be safely burned 
over win 1 it is thoroughly frozen. 
Of 
this the writer has 
no practical know l­ 
edge, however.
